A SNAPSHOT IN THE CHAMPS ELYSEES, PARIS
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DENTISTS AND SURGEONS BUILD
NEW FACES ON WOUNDED MEN

Americans Do Wonderful Work in Paris——Sh_ot:-torn
Features Replaced by Plates or Grafted Skin.

Noses With Silver Tubes..

PARISB, July 28

HE dental department of the Ameri
oan Ambulance Hospltal at Neullly,
Paris, in conjunction with the surgeons,
ls conducting a wonderful worl. For
men are brought In hera quite unrecog-
nizable ma human beings, thelr features
having been blown right off by hand
grenande or shell—and they come forth
with practienlly new faces,

1 should never have belleved such
triumphs of surgical skill possible had
I not actually seen the patients them-
welven in il stages of rocovery, and had
tholr partlculor canes fully demonstrated
by the doctors.

The grafting on of naw bone and flesh
in necomplfihed in a remarkable manner,
and though in the finnl stages of recov-
nry some of the poor goldlers have (Aces
remorkably  like chessboards, they are
unee more “human’ and no longer Im-
plore the surgeops to. hide them from
the sight of thelr fellow-meon!

The PhiladelpMin dental unit  which
came over last June I doing splendid
work. 1 had an Interosting chat with
Doctor Spenkman, of Philadelphia, and
wevernl of the other workers. The ob-
ject of the depariment is to work In
cenjunction with the surgeons in tho
tuilding up of shattered jaws, and fre-
auently In the remodeling of the entire
face,

FACES ARE TARGETS.

For the face s o particular target for
hand grenades and bomba, It |8 the part
which protrudes oftenest  from the
trenches, and which is most frequently
Infured, Cases from all parts of Frunce
and Belglum are sont to the American
Hospitil In Paris, for its fame In this
particular lne I8 widespread.

Severnl of the men with whom I con-
versed had thelr mouth entirely bullt up
with fulse sides and plates. The Jaws
seemed to he working on hinges and thelr
rpeech was therefore rather diMoult to
follow. The lnside of their mouthe gave
ona tha Impression of an old-fashioned
mouse trap, for there seemed to be 80O
many springs, hingea and plates there.

I sat beslde the dental chalr while half
a dozen men came up In turn to have
some minor operation performed. They

——and thelr mouths had been bullt up In
the most wonderful mannsr, Bones had
been grafted In, fulse bridges Inserted and
all manner of quecr contrivances weors at
work. When one of the patlents laughed
heartily at a Joke from the dentist, It
almont appeared as If the whole slructure
of his mouth would fall to pleces! How-
over, It was well founded, and withatood
the sarthguake. Not a plate nor a spring
budged.

Some of the men are very sensitive
nbout the appearance they present, and
when they first come, In frequently re-
fuse Lo give the address of thelr relntives!
“We don't wigh anybody ever to look at
un nEain!" they deglare sadly, "Please put
b In any hole away from the other pa-
tienta~and above all, don't let our peopla
know we're even Hving!"”

“It |s very hard on ths poor fellows,'
sald Doctor Speakman, “"but we do all in
our power to give them confidence ngain,
The best way s to show them photo-
grapha of men who have looked even
worse than themselves, and who are now
healed and restored to heaith.” *“And do
you remlly think we, ton, can ba patched
up? they inquire eagerly, staring at the
phatographs of the sulfersrs who have
been 'worss than themselves.'

One ofMcer was brought In here with
the whole side of his jaw blown off, the
entire chin gone and the lips hanging in
shreds. He utterly refused to give his
home addresn in Paris, “'for,” sald ho, "it
would kill my wife {f sha could ses me In
this condition, Far better that she think
I am dead!"
He Implored the doctors to put him in
a slde ward, where no eves could ses
his disfigurement.  And his wish was
granted, But he was not allowed to lle
there moping, In every possible manner
did’ the doctors seek to chesr him up,
The best American skill wis employed
and his fmce bullt up anew. 1 had n
short talk with him, and though not ex-
actly handsome he was not now repulsive
to Jook at. His fine dark eyes were unin-
jured and his features hod been wonder-
fully restorad.
Anothsr iInteresting case was one Jean
Gourvest, n Zouvave of ¥, whose chin had
been blown away. A splint had been
made with bands 'holding the bridge to
the lower teeth, with & bar across the
front to hold the sides of the jaw tightly
in place. As the chin had been entirely
destroyed, the surgeons, waorking in con-
Junction with the dentlsts, pulled down
the skiin and flesh from the chesks and
without any cutting away had stitched
the face up In that ponition, The pholo-
Eraph of the patlent at that stage showed
his face with 4 curlously elongated ef-
fect.  But when luter he cams Into the
ward and spoke with me Il appeared
that the skin of the chssks had loosensd
up under tenslon mnd his appearance was
fl::‘hi' normal.
